name, "the 'graveyard of ships," was 
earned about the time of Cabrillo. who 
th'ere lost' his life and was bulled"on 
one of the channel islands, accord- 
ng to stories which have become-- le- 
gends. 
It is said at no other point 


on the Pacific have so jnany ships 
met disaster, and always the cause 
remained a mystery. 
Captain Davis said he recalls many 
wrecks along the coast jiear Point 
Arguello dating back to tKe time of 
the mystery disaster of the Golden 
Horn. Always, said the old sea cap- 
tain, those who escaped alive from 
the wrecks, when an,y escaped, have 
had the same story to tell, of sudden- 
ly becoming enveloped in a fog and 
then, without warning, crashing on 
rocks, Invariably, he said, the navi- 
gators had thought themselves in mid- 
channel, their instruments showing 
them to be" on a safe course, when 
in reality they were miles from their 
course.

Ten unidentified men in King and 


Queen county have placed a black 
mark against the name of Virginia in 
the 1923 Ivnching record. By -wan- 
tonly taking a prisoner from county 
officers and shooting him to death m 
total disregard of the law, they have 
blotted a page which might other- 
wise have been clear. 
The crime 


with which the prisoner was charged 
merited the extreme penalty. But he 
had been arrested and was' on his 
way to jail in the custody of the sher- 
iff and his deputies. 
There was ev- 


ery reason to expect that he would 
have received proper punishment as 
soon as his guilt had been properly 
established before a judge and jury. 
For this orderly process of law the 
members of the group of lynchers— 
it could not be called a mob—substi- 
tuted violence. They preferred to dis- 
regard the law and order on which 
the security of society rests and to 
snatch the negro away from his Igal 
captors ajid

selves. 
For this sort of savagery there is 


no extenuation

county bears the odium of having be- 
smirched a State record from which 
the citizens of the commonwealth had 
begun to draw a certain decent satis- 
faction.

of A Messman and company to it. 
The complaint alleges that the Mey- 
er Kizer Bank h£d represented that.

rflHIRTY-EIGHT years ago, the Miller & 


A Rhoads Store in Richmond had its begin- 
ning.- It was a modest beginning. The original 
store measured only J22x75 feet, but it was 
destined to grow to be the greatest department 
store in the South,

Two energetic young men, L. O. Miller and 


S. Rhoads, were its founders. Having re- 


ceived a thorough business training under sound 
Scotch leadership, they came to Richmond and 
opened their little store at 117 East Broad 
Street, in 1885. 


It was a new venture rn merchandising. Cast- 


ing aside the old system of barter, with its^ 
haggling over prices, the youthful merchants 
began a policy of marking every article at a 
lair and definite price. Other merchants pre- 
dicted failure for this venture, which was so 
radical a departure from the merchandising 
policies of the time. 


The store opened with a sales force of only 


fen persons, including the firm. It was Satur- 
day morning. 
The opening drew a crowd of 


curious shoppers interested in buying goods 
that were sold at "one price to all." 


It was an instant success. The public met 


the new policy with a hearty welcome.. By the 
end of the first year, the rapidly growing busi- 
ness had completely outgrown its original space 
and the store was extended back to a depth of * 
110 feet.

' The story of that eighth Inning to. 
day, coming when it appeared that 
the deadly southpaw arm of Arthur 
Xehf and the inspired play of Prank 
Frisch had checked the 
headlong 
rush of the Yankees, will go down 
as one of the most startling decisive 
championship turns of all time. 
That brief, 
thrilling, 
yet tragic 
span witnessed with 'amazing sudden- 
ness the climb of the Yankees to the 
pinnacle of their career and, simul- 
taneously, the utter collapse of the 
Giants, the curshed hopes of 
John 
ilcGraw for three successive world's 
titles a debacle to stunning that to- 
night it , seems to have marked the 
parsing for all time from cHampion- 
ship heights of the Giant machine as 
rt emerged, broken, from, the test. 
It witnessed too, the failure of the 
game's idol of idols to answer a call 
to fame that would have raised him 
to heights greater tha any he has 
ever touched. For Babe Ruth, star 
of stars, the mightest hitter ever, 
while he had started the Yankees off 
in the first inning -with his third, home 
run of the series, felt down miserably 
in the eighth inning pinch, striking

In his place a new hero was lifted 
up. Bob Meusel, who stepped Into
